The visit 
of the late Lord Northcliffe to 
Indo-Chira, and, still. more 
recently, that of tbe native 
ruler of the country to France 
have bed soma effect in this 
direction, and it is supertinous to 
aay thatfull advantage bas been 
taken to profit thereby. 
On Advertising. 
In advertisement, or to, use 
a more modern. expression, 
“boosting,” there is offered a wide 


field whose limits are subject only} 


to the enterprise or ingdnuity dis- 
slaved by the individual or nation, 
So we find that French ingenuity 
realised the advertising worth of 
the tours of His Majesty Emperor 
Khai Dinb of Annam and of the 
Inte Lord Northcliffe. wielder ofa 
vastinflaesce in the field of nens- 
paper publicity; and the French 
Preas at Paris and in the 
French Colony made the most 
of the opportunity presented. 
The visit — of the lata 
Viscount Northcliffe to the ruins 
of Angkor had hardly ended when 
the Grand Industrial Exposition 
gt Marseilles again threw into. 
. prominence the possibilities of 
IndoChins, and incidentally re- 
produced in stuccoand lath wors 
athe ruins of Angkor about which 
Lord Northcliffe had so freely 
written. So much for  ad- 
vertisement. Its growing pop- 
ularity with other nations should 
make our American friends look 
to their [anrels. ; 
A Progressive Country. 
Every credit must be given to 
French cofonization so far as it 
relates to the construction of 
means of communication aad to 
the general betterment of the peo- 
ples coming under its care. Those 
foreigners who are visiting the

that French occupation of the 
country ‘has hrough’ about 
pa remarkable transforma.

Objects exquisitely carved 
out in ivory, in hard wood and 
other products of the jungles of 
tha interior stocked the majority 
ofthe stands. To give in detail 
here 6 description of the goods 
would be impossible, but re- 
ference may be made tothe char. 
acter of the principal exhibits. 

Tonkin, a3 the northern section 
of the IndoChias is termed, 
is a thriving yxegioo, and -its 
capacity for intensive production, 
apart from rice. and other grain, 
exceeds any of the other pro- 
vinces included in the old native 
Empire. To this fact is due the 
large space required .for the 
exhibition of its native industries. 
We find in this section beautifal 
black and bardwood furniture 
pieces ard bric-a-bracs, delicately 
carved and in many cases artistic- 
ally intaid with mother-of-pearl. 
The material for this decoration 
hag !o be imported, bat so firmly 
hes the industry teen implanted, 
and so high is the standard of 
workmanship, that it can be con- 
sidered #8 unique and charac:

Another irdustry occupying an 
equally importact placain foreign 
estimation is that of embroidered 
goods, worked out in a rewark- 
able variety of designs on satin, 
silk or cotton background. For 
thoroughness and ‘patience with 
the needle the native girls and 
women are hardly to be exceeded. 
A pillow case, an elaborate. 
portiere, wall tapastries for 
service, OF decoration—all these 
present’a wide range for selection, 
and «re offered at prices much 
below thore asked bere for cor- 
responding articles of inferior 
value. . 

The same bigh standard of ekill 
isevidert nm the manvfacture of 
lace, whith occupies an import- 
ant place in the Exposition. 
Tonkinese hand-made lace , has 
acquired a reputation almost 33 
good as that of the Belgian pro- 
duct and has won an important 
place in the exports” of the 
country, particularly to America. 

Imports‘from France, chiefly 
machines goods and motor cars. 
had a place 
and undoubtedly found good 
customers in a countty where 
the existence of good highways 
has enabled an extensive market 
to be set up for these goods. There; 
are 3,500 cars in the country, and 
these ard all of French make 
except a few hundred Ford 
automobiles which appear to be 
the only favourite type 0° 
foreign caf.
